The preacher then dicls' d himself as lo
tbe formation ot a prohibition party in na- -

ioLal politics, and more especially in the
stale of Illinois. The inlen'ion of the lead
ers of the movement was doubtless good, but
their judgment was very bad; in fact, th y
were fanaths bo looked not whither they
wire running headlong. During the last five
years, under the administration ol the prtsen'
political party in this state, the taiise of tem-

perance had trade wonderful pr grcse, and,
judging tbe fu'iire by the pst, much more
good woi'ltl be accomplished if the same
rarty was let alone and not crippled in the
ex'cise ot Its good nork by Ihe foimatiou of
i third political party which cuuld 1 ive no
infill! me other than to defeat the inter-
ests it was lortred to atltln, and irjure
